THE POSITION of the Esquimau 
Water Works Company iu re- 
spect to the matter of improving 
the service to the city of Victoria 
by tlie utilization of the water at Gold- 
Stream was clearly outlined at a confer- 
ence held yesterday afternoon between 
tho directors of the company and the 
city council, and the corporation has now 
before it concrete propositions for its 
consideration. 

Tlie position of the company was thus 
defined at the meeting: The shareholders 
would likely accept from tho city in com- 
pensation for the transfer of all its hold- 
ing the sum of $1,?,71,000. Should the 
city not decide to buy at this figure it 
wili agree to supply 15,000,000 gallons 
of water per day for the sum of $20,000 
per annum, the ctiy to lay the necessary 
pipes. 

After an interesting debate on the 
matter the council decided to request the 
company to put its proposition in writ- 
ing, when further consideration will be 
given .to the matter. 

His Worship Mayor Barnard presided 
at the meeting, which was attended by 
all the aldermen and the following repre- 
senting the Esquimalt Water Works 
Company, T. Lubbe, A. P. Luxton, K.O., 
.1. A. Sayward and It. H. Pooley. 
Offer Was Absurd 

J. A. Sayward first addressed the 
meeting. He stated that the water- 
works company had received the let- 
ter from the city council asking 
whether an offer of SGUD.OOO from the 
city would be considered. The direct- 
ors, after consideration, had refused 
it, as it was absurd, but thought that 
If the city was really desirous of 
purchasing , the property and holdings 
of the company, they would meet the 
council and discuss the matter. 

Mayor Barnard, in reply, said that 
it was With an idea of learning what 
the company would accept for their 
holdings that the city had made the 
offer, and as the communication had 
stated that they would meet the 
council, he was under the impression 
that the company would make some 
proposition. 

Mr. Sayward thought the meeting 
was for the purpose of giving infor- 
mation to the council, so that they 
could figure out the actual amount 
which it would take to purchase the 
property. 

Mr, Lubbe said: "We are here to 
give any Information possible, so that 
the city may be able to realize its 
position, and are willing to answer 
any questions which the aldermen care 
to ask." 

B. C. Electric Contract 

Aid. Fullerton wished to know how 
the Esquimau Waterworks Company 
stood with the B. C. Electric Railway 
Company, stating that he understood 
that the contract between the two 
companies with regard to the amount 
of water to be supplied had been 
broken. He was certain that some 
of the ratepayers would not vote for 
any scheme which gave the tramway 
company power over the city. 

Mr. Lubbe, in reply, stated that as 
far as section 1G was concerned, it 
was not in existence. The water- 
works company was la a position to 
sell water for generating electricity or 
for waterworks purposes to anyone 
who desired to buy. He was willing to 
convince any one of the aldermen that 
the position they took with the tram- 
way company was the right one if 
they would call at his oillce. Ho had 
shown the documents to Mr. W. J. 
Taylor, K. C, the city barrister, who 
was satisfied that they were all light. 

Aid. Fell asked if the tramway com- 
pany acknowledged tho fact. 

Aid. Fullerton — What is the reason 
that the contract has been broken? Is 
it because of some trouble about the 
amount of water supplied the tram- 
way company. 

Mr. Lubbe Explains 

Mr. Lubbe explained that after 
several communications had passed 
between the tramway company and 
tho waterworks company, he had writ- 
ten to the former on February 10, 1899, 
stating that his company considered 
themselves at liberty to sell water to 
anyone who desired to buy It. 

He had been sent for on March l::', 
1S!I!», and had met R. IT. Sperling, A. 
T. Goward and the engineer of the I 
company, and in the course of their 
conversation they had stated that if 
be would modify his contract they | 
would run their entire plant by water '.many 
power. But he had not given them a I where 
definite reply. On March 24, 1S0U, a. 
temporary arrangement had been 
made with the tramway company 
whereby they bad kept 55,000 a year 
in their pockets and kept 111 out of 
tho waterworks company. He was 
willing to convince anyone who de- 
sired to call at his office that the con- 
tract had been broken. 

Aid. Fullerton — Can we deal with 
tlie waterworks company if we desire to 
make arrangements to get water from 
iGoldstream? 

-Mr. Lubbe replied that if the city 
wished to deal with n tenant they might 
MO so; but if they wished to go to tho 
owners they could also do that. He was 
of the opinion that they should deal with 
tho owners. 

Two Companies' Position 
i "The tramway company are our ten- 
ants," said Mr. Lubbe. "That company 
is entitled to fifteen million gallons of 
water per day for power purposes and 
no more." 

Aid. Fullerton — Have you sold water 
for power lo any one else since making 
this arrangement? 

.Mf. Lubbe— .'.'.We have had no pur- 
chasers, but at present have one in 
sight." lie was of the opinion that the 
best thing to be done was to build a 
power house at Millstreani, a short; dis-

EW ORLEANS, Aug. 9.— A sud- 
\ den change in his condition to- 
day speedily culminated In the 
death of Archbishop P. L. Chap- 
pelle of the diocese of Louisiana. 

Monseigneur 'Chappelle was taken ill 
on Friday. He had returned to the 
city three days before Dr. Larue diag- 
nosed the case as yellow fever. From 
the first Dr. Larue was apprehensive 
as to the result. 

The disease made steady inroads, 
and yesterday lie was found to be in 
critical condition. When Dr. La- 
rue saw him today the patient showed 
increased weakness. Before noon 
there was an alarming change for the 
worse. Eminent physicians were im- 
medlately summoned for consultation, 
but the Archbishop was beyond suc- 
cor. He died at 12:50 p. mi No ar- 
rangements have yet been made for 
the funeral. 

Dr. George H. Tlchener, Jr., and two 
trained yellow fever nurses left here 
today In a special train for Bon Ami, 
La., where it is understood the fever 
is increasing. Their trip is in re- 
sponse to an appeal which reached 
Governor Blanchard, This morning 
the state board of health received a 
report from Talluah, La., of two sus- 
picious cases there.

PORTSMOUTH, Eng., Aug. 9— King 
Edward celebrated the anniver- 
sary of his coronation today by 
reviewing the combined French 
and British fleets, aggregating some 70 
ships. As a spectacle tne event was . 
somewhat marred by gloomy and 
showery weather, but the enthusiasm 
of the crowds occupying every vantage 
point ashore and afloat was "undimin- 
ished. Largo masses of people 
thronged both shores, and there was 
a lleet of excursion boats filled to 
capacity. The review lasted an hour. 
Later the King proceeded to the bat- 
tleship Massena, the French flagship 
where ho was the guest of Vlce-Ad- 
miral Calllard at luncheon. The 
Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Connaught accompanied His Majesty. 
Hie French lleet then weighed anchor 
and entered Portsmouth harbor. 

As the Frenchmen passed Nelson's 
flagship "Victory," from the peak of 
which the tri-color was Hying, the men 
saluted in turn, while brass hands 
massed on the deck played the "Marseil- 
laise." The- Frenchmen replied to tho 
salutes of the Victory. 

As soon as the ships were docked tho 
civil and military olticials paid formal 
calls on them, which were later returned 
by the French ollicers.

Chicago, Aug. 9.— Death tied up the 
Chicago, Burlington it Qulncy rail- 
road between Chicago and Aurora to- 
day, and for 1111 hour or more few 
wheels were turned. A fast passen- 
ger train from the West stood still at 
West Chicago, with Fireman William 
Watson dead on the locomotive. 

Watson fell at his post just as the 
train was leaving West Chicago. He 
had worked hard, and as tho train 
left Aurora he complained of being ill. 
Ho stuck to his task until his heart 
suddenly slopped boating. The engi- 
neer closed the throttle and tried to 
revive his prostrate companion. 

To. finis:; the trip without a fireman 
was Impossible, and one could not be 
secured nearer than Aurora. The .su- 
perintendent's office was reached by 
wire and finally a substitute fireman 
was sent from West Chicago over the 
electric road. 

Meanwhile the schedule of trains on 
the Burlington had been disarranged, 
and, in order lo avoid possible acci- 
dents, nearly all traffic was held until 
J the fast train could be sent on again. 



TO REBUILD CHURCH. 

Half Million Edifice to Replace the 
Structure Binned Tuesday. 

New York. Aug. ;•. — Announcement 
that a new .SoOO.fMK) church edifice, al- 
imost an exact duplicate of tho fine Saint 
Thomas' Episcopal church which was 
burned yesterday in the heart of New 
York's fashionable residence section, 
will be built immediately on the old site, 
was made today hy the pastor of Saint 
Thomas', Rev. Ernest M. Stiros. Con- 
tracts have already been let to build on 
the same site a $2,500 temporary struc- 
ture over the roof of which the new 
church will he raised. Largo sums of 
money for the new edifice have been of- 
fered to Rev. Mr. Stires. One cheque 
alone was for $50,000. 



VICTIMS OF COLLAPSE. 

Rescuers Recover All Dead From tho 
Wrecked Albany Store. 

Albany, N. Y., Aug. 9. — Tho removal 
of the tangled mass of beams, wire 
and plaster once forming four floors 
of the central portion of the John 
Myers department store, which col- 
lapsed yesterday morning, has pro- 
gressed io such an extent that at 1 
o'clock the rescuers announced their 
belief that no more bodies were in 
the wreck. At that time twelve 
bodies had been removed from the 
ruins and one woman had died after 
reaching the hospital. The firm an- 
nounced that all the adult employees 
were accounted for. Of the 75 cash 
boys, f>0 have reported, but many of 
the remainder are away on vacations, 
and it Is thought likely that all are 
safe. 

To Be Investigated

.Company's department store yesterday, 
which resulted in the death of thirteen 
PprsOns and probably the fatal injury of 
two others will be investigated hy it spe- 
cial commission. 

Of those now in the hospital, Helen 
DonoJlue is believed to he near the point 
of deatli, and Ivus. Wm. Rorst, of \Vin- 
donii Minn., a shopper, has only an even 
chance of recovery. It is believed that 
all the other injured, fifty in number, 
will got well. Tonight nil the employees 
of tho firm are accounted for, excepting 
half a dozen cash boys, who are believed 
to be on their vacations. 
\ The small number .if deaths, small, 
when it is considered that nearly one 
hundred persons went down with the 
-wreck, is account ed ror by the fact that 
.scarcely any of (he brick walls fell, and 
the debris consists mostly of wooden 
timbers and plaster, with only an occa- 
sional iron girder. One of these iron 
beams crushed the life out of four young:

HEBREWS PLAY ROUGH HOUSE. 

Rioters Overpower Police and Wreck 
Bakery in New York. 

New York, Aug. 9. — Frequent out- 
breaks of rioting, calling for drastic 
action by the police, marked the course 
of the strike of the Hebrew bakers 
on the East Side today. In an attack 
on a bakery In Allen street, llfty riot- 
ers broke into the place, completely 
wrecking it and upsetting barrels of 
Hour and dough in the street. Two 
policemen were overpowered and 
roughly bundled, and the reserves had 
to be called out before the rioters 
could be dispersed. 

John Heinz, secretary of the 
National Union of Kosher Bakers, will 
arrive here tomorrow from Chicago to 
take charge of ti e strike. A request 
was sent out to.dght to the Interna- 
tional union headquarters in Chicago 
that the English-speaking bakers be 
called out. 



CHINESE DIPLOMAT. 

Former Minister at Washington Inter- 
viewed on tho Situation. 

Pekiu. Aug. 11. — Wu Ting Pang, form- 
er Chinese minister at Washington, in- 
terviewed by the Associated Press to- 
day, said that the existing regulations 
foi the exclusion of Chinese from the 
United States were unsatisfactory from 
the Chinese standpoint, and hence it was 
desired that they should be modified by 
the new convention. The Chinese, lie 
said, agreed to the exclusion of coolies, 
and this point presented no difficulty, 
'but the existing regulations pressed 
with severity on other classes. Ho in- 
stanced the cases of merchants, travelers 
for pleasure, students and others, who 
while nominally admissible to the United 
States were forced to undergo examina- 
tions which, though possibly necessary, 
were generally rendered very objection- 
able on account of the manner in which 
the regulations were enforced. 

"A superior Chinaman arriving at 
San Francisco, for example," said Mr. 
Wll, ''is detained by the authorities 
while his credentials are being ex- 
amined, and this detention frequently in- 
volves consorting with a low class of 
coolies in a common shed. He is unable 
to communicate with friends and is sub- 
ject to 

Inconveniences and Indignities 

to which Americans would refuse to sub- 
mit. Moreover lie is not allowed to re- 
tain the services of anyone to protect 
his interests, and if the immigration 
authorities decide against him there is 
no possibility of appeal. That these 
grievances arc well founded is demon- 
strated by the necessity for President 
Roosevelt's stringent order that courtesy 
he shown the Chinese by tho immigra- 
tion officials under pain of dismissal. 
There have been numberless instances 
of harsh treatment, which the Ameri- 
cans themselves have been forced to 
admit." 

Mr. Wu admitted that European im- 
migrants were not allowed representa- 
tion by lawyers or others during their 
examinations, but he rejected this argu- 
ment because he said the Chinese in oth- 
er respects were given treatment entire- 
ly different from that accorded the Euro- 
peans. The Chinese government, he said, 
agreed to the exclusion of coolies, but it 
urged as the main points of a new con- 
vention that the better classes of Chi- 
nese be 

Treated on Equal Footing 
of appeal if necessary, and the admis- 
sion of coolies to Hawaii, which he re- 
garded as Of utmost importance. Hawaii 
was greatly in need of laborers, Mr. Wu 
said, and since the Chinese were ex- 
cluded the industries of the islands had 
suffered. At all events the Chinese there 
do not compete with American labor. 
'The Philippines had long been a natural 
lield for Chinese industry, but the ap- 
plication of tho exclusion act to the isl- 
ands had changed this. Regarding the 
desirability of Chinese labor in the Par 
Bast, Mr. Wu instanced the prosperity 
of Singapore in the Straits Settlements 
and the adjacent country. 

Mr. Wu expressed himself as greatly 
regretting the Chinese boycott of Ameri- 
can goods and. steamship and insurance 
companies, as it might estrange the good 
will hi' Americans, which is highly 
prized. Apparently, however, he said, 
the Chinese classes most concerned, con- 
sidering that the prospects for the solu- 
tion of the difficulties arising from the 
application of the exclusion act, were 
remote, decided on the boycott as the 
only means nf ventilating the question. 

He pointed out that the movement 
against Americans, though thoroughly 
organized by the bo.-t and must respon- 
sible Chinese, wns altogether pacific and 
s not directed against persons or 
property.

Fateful Words 



Russian Diplomats Expect to 
, Leant Japan's Terms 
Tod8y. 



Pessimistic Feeling Grows as 
to Outcome of the 
Overtures. 



Portsmouth, X. IT., Aug. 0. — With the 
probability that Raron Komura will to- 
morrow reveal to the Russian plenipo- 
tentiaries the terms upon which Japan 
is willing to conclude peace, opinion as 
to the outcome among those who are 
congregated here to watch the proceed- 
ings, has become decidedly pessimistic. 
This is due to the growing conviction 
that Japan's conditions will not prove 
as moderate as wns at one time antici- 
pated, and especially as the matter of 
indemnity may preclude the possibility 
of their acceptance by the Russian en- 
voys ns a basis of negotiations. 

The firm attitude of M. Witte in pri- 
vate conversation against the payment 
of an indemnity and the insistent reports 
emanating from Japanese quarters that 
a stiff war contribution approximating 
the cost of the war, variously stated at 
from $000,000,000 to $800,000,000, con- 
stitutes one of Japan's demands, indi- 
cates a wide if not irreconcilable differ- 
ence between 

Japan's Irreducible Minimum 
and what Russia is prepared to pay. 
Upon the question of the payment of a 
large indemnity the instructions of the 
Russian plenipotentiaries are believed to 
admit of no concession, although it is 
possible certain compensation in kind 
might be arranged. For instance, it. is 
suggested that for the relinquishment 
of the island of Sakhalien, now poten- 
tially in Japan's hands, the possession 
of which by Japan would give her com- 
mand of the whole Siberian literal, Rus- 
sia could with propriety pay n large 
sum. 

Gloomy forebodings, however, may be 
premature at this juncture, as every- 
thing indicates the plenipotentiaries on 
both sides are sincerely desirous of con- 
cluding a treaty of peace. 

First Meoting Informal 

The first meeting of the plenipoten- 
tiaries today was of an entirely informal 
character, so informal in fact that Baron 
■Komura did not bring his letter of 
eredence to Portsmouth navy yard, 
wtieicns M. Witte was armed with the 
original document in Russian setting 
forth the powers conferred upon him, 
and also with a translation of tho docu- 
ment. The latter he read. Raron Ko- 
mura was embarrassed, and offered to 
send back to the hotel for his commis- 
sion, but M. Witte expressed his faith 
that the credentials were full and ample. 
Later in the afternoon copies of the cre- 
dentials were informally exchanged. It 
is known that tho credentials differ 
slightly, but in exactly what respect has 
not been ascertained tonight, but the 
Associated Press correspondent is as- 
sured both by the Japanese and Russian 
emissaries that the difference is not es- 
sential and constitutes no obstacle to 
the official opening of negotiations. In- 
deed the President was officially in- 
formed tonight that tho credentials wore 
full, ample and satisfactory to both 
(sides. 

Two Daily Sessions 

It was decided today to hold two daily 
sessions, at 0.30 and 3 p.m. To avoid 
delay and to give tho plenipotentiaries 
and delegates time for consultation be- 
tween sessions, it has been arranged that 
luncheon will be served at tho navy 
yard. Three secretaries for each side 
will bo in attendance to draw up the 
protocols of the meetings, which will be 
writ ton both in English and French. 
The French text, however, in case of 
dispute, will be accepted in evidence 
(faire foi). 

The official version of today's meeting 
given out by each side described it as 
"satisfactory" and other accounts that 
while everything passed off amicably, 
considerable reserve was displayed upon 
both sides. Raron Komura, whom M. 
Witte had mot in St. Petersburg during 
the former's service as Japanese minis- 
ter there, wns pleasantly greeted by tho 
chief Russian envoy in French, but the 
baron was obliged to Snake his head and 
turn to his secretary. Mr. Honda, who 
explained that Raron Komura had for- 
gotten tho little French lie knew while 
in St. Petersburg. 

Await the Fateful Words. 
While the Russian plenipotentiaries 
expect the Japanese to present the Jap- 
anese terms immediately upon the offi- 
cial exchange of credentials tomorrow, 
they admit they are in the dark. Raron 
'Komura and his colleagues decline to 
give any intimation <>f their procedure. 
They are carefully guarding all their 
[dans regarding the present meetings 

There was some disposition today to 
attribute Raron Komura's forgerfulness 
in not bringing his credentials to the 
meeting .to a desire to spar for time, and 
for that reason some doubt was ex- 
pressed whether the Japanese would 
-how their hand tomorrow, but the Rus- 
sian envoys do not question Raron Ko- 
nmra's good faith, and say it was da"

NOW AT KETCHIKAN. 

Japanese Brigantine Higashi Maru Is 
Loading a Cargo of Salmon. 

The Japanese brigantine Higashi 
Maru, Capt. Yashida, went north from 
Port Simpson to Ketchikan, according 
to advices brought yesterday by the 
Princess May, and will load a cargo 
of salt salmon at Karata Bay. A 
contract was given at Ketchikan for 
the supply of 700 tons of fish, which 
will be salted down by the Japanese 
on board the brigantine. 

There are 51 Japanese on board, 
who take the fish brought to the ves- 
sel by fishermen, clean them and salt 
them away. The vessel carries $2,000 
worth of salt to use In packing. 

The vessel has been used, for llsh- 
packlng by her owners for several 
seasons on the coast of Sakhallen 
Island, but this year, owing to the 
war with Russia, that coast was not 
considered safe for fishing', and the 
boat therefore came to Ketchikan, the 
centre of the greatest salmon fisheries 
in the world. . 

Capt. Yashida was in command of 
a Japanese transport during the 
China-Japan war, and has three med- 
als for valiant service rendered. He 
has spent 39 years at sea, and lias 
been master for 23 years.

Mr. Carl 
Lowenberg, German consul at Vic- 
toria, is on board the vessel and uctj 
as guide to Captain Behnke and ofll- 
cers of the cruiser when they visit 
the various points of interest in the 
North. The Falke Is making a tour 
of the American continent, starting 
three years ago at St. John, Nfld., and 
thence south, visiting the various 
ports of the Atlantic coast in iNorth, 
Central and South America, around 
through the Straits of Magellan, then 
along the Paciiic coast of South, Cen- 
tral and North America. She will 
sail as far north as Sitka and then 
return to Victoria. She carries nine 
officers and 130 men, and her ar- 
mament consists of eight 4-inch guns, 
five Hotchklss guns, four Maxims, two 
torpedo tubes and a small field gun. 
She la "CO feet long and about iC 
wide, and her engines give a com- 
bined power of ^,S0O horse-power .

The traps 
were lifted on Tuesday and about 
7,000 fish taken, with which the 
steamer went to Steveston, it being 
intended to proceed to Vancouver 
after discharging at Steveston. A 
telegram was received by Capt. Ham- 
lose, however, ordering the boat to 
return to the traps, which were full 
of fish. As it was too rough to lift 
yesterday afternoon, the steamer 
watted In port until midnight, and will 
proceed to the traps this morning.

Northern Indian Villages. 
Steamer Capllano 011 her last trip 
from Nans and way ports, from which 
she arrived at Vancouver on Tuesday, 
brought three totems, shipped from 
the North for the provincial museum 
at Victoria. The Vancouver World 
says the totems are as ugly as they 
nro big. The World says: "..Two 
of the figures, which are ail about six 
or seven feet high, are of men and 
one of a woman. The larger of the 
two is a particularly ferocious looking 
object. He must have been a mighty 
chief In his time, for he is represented 
with what look Hire doy's teeth and 
paws.

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election Is a decided imnrovemtnt upon 
that which Is ."'apposed to be followed 
In many constituencies, but that It !s 
by no means parfect nor free from ob- 
jections, Is pointed out by "A Candi- 
date In the Late Elections," who con- 
tributes an article on the same sub- 
ject to the Canadian for August. This 
gentleman contends that tlie "legiti- 
mate" expenses of Mr. Ames plan will 
run all the way from $2,000 to $15,000 
or $20,000, according to the size and 
Importance of the constituency. That 
this money must come from the candi- 
date himself, or from his friends, or 
from party headquarters and that, with 
few exceptions, every contributor to 
the fund has an axe to grind or ex- 
pects to gain some personal advantage 
or profit as a reward for his generosity. 
Such a system must Inevitably result 
In the debauchery of the electorate, for 
none but a rich man can afford the 
luxury of a seat in Parliament, and the 
voters m time will become as so many 
chattels purchasable by the agent.3 of 
the candidate. 

As a remedy this writer suggests 
compulsory voting, but It Is doubtful 
If even tnat remedy is drastic enough 
to cure the evil. It has been sug- 
gested that the law should go further 
and; declare personal canvassing a 
misdemeanor. According to this 
view, the candidate and his " spell- 
binders" might appeal to the voters 
from the platform and through the 
newspapers, but it would be a punish- 
able offence to canvass an elector 
directly, and clean elections would be 
assured. 



JUSTICE IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The case of John Hoch, convicted 
,bignmi&t and wife-murderer, suggests 
oue cause for the popular contempt for 
Jaw in the United States. This man af- 
ter being found guilty and sentenced to 
death had his execution delayed and h'S 
case reopened on payment of $1,000 to 
cover the costs of an appeal. Accord- 
ing to the Montreal Witness if a friend, 
a -woman, too, strange to say, had not 
come forward -with this money, he would 
have ?one to tlie gallows. Six hundred 
dollars had been raised, ■but the statutes 
of Illinois required live hundred more. 
The money was found at almost the last 
moment, and the public was treated to 
the spectacle of a murderer, convicted on 
the most convincing evidence, escaping 
the penalty of the law by making a cash 
payment. It thus appears that justice, 
or what passes for a superior chance of 
justice, can be bought by the criminal 
who has the money, while he who has 
it not must hang. If Hoch was entitled 
,to have his trial reviewed by the Su- 
preme court, his appeal should have been 
granted without money or price, as a 
mutter of simple justice. But as tlie 
law stands money is the tost even in 
capital cases, whether a man shall have 
the assumed last recourse of justice or 
not, the cost of appeal being closed to 
the man who has none. Another in- 
stance is that of the lawyer Putriok, of 
■New York, convicted of oue of the most 
cold-blooded murders on record. Through 
oue technicality and another ho has man- 
aged for many months to escape the pen- 
alty of his crime, and is reported ae 
quite hopeful of escaping altogether. 
•With such examples of law frustrated 
by men guilty of the most atrocious 
crimes, Tjecnuse they have the money 
to buy their way in the courts, is it any 
wonder that there should be IyncMngs, 
rsviitecappiug and conditions approach- 
ing anarchy in many parts of the coun- 
try V Such cases occurring frequently 
have bred popular distrust and contempt 
for the law. Justice ha* been made a 
imockery. Until the legal system under 
which such cases are possible has been 
thoroughly reformed, lawlessness will 
prevail and the great deterrent to crime 
remain a dead letter to villains with 
tuioney. 

ELECTION MANAGEMENT. 

The revelations of wholesale bribery, 
ballot box frauds and impersonations, 
which startled Canada a few months 
ago, as a result of certain election I 
trials in Ontario, furnished the news- 
papers a live subject for editorials,! 
and for a time the public, was led to 
hope that the outburst of Indignation 
would lead to reforms in election moth- 
Ods. Unfortunately for the political 
future of the country, however, the 
papers which were loudest in condem- 
nation of the disgraceful practices, saw 
In the exposures an opportunity to turn 
them to parttzan advantage, and Ignor- 
ing the crime, as such, attributed the 
reckless disregard of the law to the 
degeneracy of the opposite party. Of 
the thousands of articles written on the 
subject of the election frauds not one 
In a hundred suggested a remedy for 
the evil, the great majority deplored, 
not the crime, but that the perpetrat- 
ors had been successful In electing 
their candidates. That was where the 
shoe pinched. Their waa a cry for 
vengeance on political opponents, not 
that law and justice should be vindi- 
cated by the punishment of the wrong- 
doers regardless of tnelr party affilia- 
tions. The excitement of the Dominion 
general elections followed too closely 
on the heels of the exposures perhaps 
to permit the exercise of sober second 
thought and the discussion of a remedy 
for the evils which, persisted In, must 
sap the foundation of our national 
structure and destroy the significance 
of the franchise. In May an article 
appeared In the Canadian Magazine in 
which Mr. Ames, one of the successful 
candidates In the Dominion campaign 
in Montreal, argues that It Is possible 
for clean men to engage in politics and 
win elections by honorable means. The 
article was widely copied and quoted, 
an Indication that the question of 
decent political methods Is "ne In 
which a very large portion of the peo- 
ple take a deep interest and are eager 
to have solved. Mr. Ames pointed out 
that by legitimate organization in ad- 
vance of the actual campaign and by 
intensifying the efforts of the trained 
election helpers during the fig-lit, an 
election may be won without resort to 
the ignoble methods of bribery and Im- 
personator He acknowledges that the 
organization and maintenance of a 
large corps of managers, canvassers, 
etc., costs a very considerable amount 
to the candidate and his friends, but 
ignores the fact that this expedlture, 
while necessary and legitimate from 
the politician's point o!.' view, is a 
breach of the spirit of the law, and 
may very easily be stretched to a point 
where it becomes a direct Infringement 
of the Statute. 

Mr. Ames' method of conducting an 



A LIBERAL REVOLT. 

They do things differently on the 
Atlantic coast. Just now a merry 
war is raging in the Maritime Prov- 
inces over the location of the line of 
the Grand Trunk Pactilc. New Bruns- 
wick Insists that the railway shall 
follow the St. John River Valley, while 
Nova Scotia is equally persistent in 
its demand that the road Shall run 
straight across New Brunswick from 
Quebec to Moncton. The immediate 
cause of the agitation Is the outcome 
of the recent visit of a New Bruns- 
wick delegation to Ottawa in favor of 
tlie valley route, which resulted in 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler and his calleagues 
lending a friendly ear to the argu- 
ments of the delegates. This has set 
the Nova Scotians furious, and. for- 
getting party considerations, the rival 
factions are looking for heads to 
smash, and threatening vengeance not 
only on their local opponents, but also 
on the Dominion government. Listen 
to tlie good old Liberal organ, tlie 
Acadian Recorder: 

• "We may well trust to the govern- 
ment to carry out their pledges. We 
do not for one moment hint that any- 
thing else but the agreement, the 
whole agreement and nothing but tlie 
agreement will be carried out to the 
very letter. Nevertheless, let it not 
be said that we are by any apparent 
lethargy indifferent to our interests, 
wrapped up so strongly and so un- 
questionably In the construction of 
this short line across New Brunswick 
as they are. Let us agitate, agitate, 
agitate. It can do no earthly harm, 
and more, it will do an immense good, 
for it will be snown we are in earnest 
in this matter, that we do not intend 
to be jewed out of our just rights by 
any local considerations that are sug- 
gested by the St. John Valley people 
or others. 

"We have said we believe the gov- 
ernment will carry out the contract to 
the very letter. If they did not, we 
know that the eighteen Liberal mem- 
bers from Nova Scotia would show by 
tlieir action that they will stand loy- 
ally by Halifax interests, which are 
inseparably associated with those of 
the whole of Nova Scotia. We be- 
lieve, If necessary, every Liberal mem- 
ber would be sufficiently alive to the 
interests of his province to show this 
to the government, even going so far 
as to resign his seat and contest the 
country anew if the necessity of the 
case should call for It." 

The Halifax Chronicle, another Lib- 
eral organ of the "hide-bound" type, 
Is quite as emphatic in Its utterances. 
It speaks of "strong Influences at work 
to divert tlie line down the St. John 
River Valley and away from the cen- 
tral route across New Brunswick, 
which gives the shortest line from 
Quebec to Moncton — the line that was 
promised to Nova Scotia — the line that 
Halifax wants." Continuing, tlie 
Chronicle Informs the government that 
"any deviation from the declared pol- 
icy of the government will meet with 
emphatic protest from Nova Scotia. 
St. John, Frederlcton, Woodstock and 
other cities and towns are Quite within 
their rights in pressing for the adop- 
tion of a route nearest to those places, 
hut no sectional consideration will hi' 
allowed to prevail. All that we In 
Nova Scotia demand Is a square deal — 
no more and no less." 

The New Brunswick papers deny 
that there is any taint of sectionalism 
in their demand for the Valley route, 
but that, on the contrary, it is broadly 
patrotlc and soundly national. The St. 
John Telegraph remarks that no rail- 
way from Quebec can meet tlie re- 
quirements of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
charter which does not conform to the 
description set forth in the act as "a 
line of railway designed to secure the 
most direct and economical Inter- 
change of the traffic between Eastern 
Canada and the provinces and terri- 
tories west of the Great Lakes * * * 
and to develop commerce through 
Canadian porta." 

The Telegraph dismisses the claims 
of Halifax as a terminal point with 
the cruel sugerestlon that they cannot 
be granted unless the politicians over- 
ride the opinions of the engineers. 
"Halifax and Moncton no doubt will 
eventually have satisfactory connec- 
tions," says the Telegram, "but if the 
engineers are permitted to locate the 
road they must have regard for the 
situation of St. John. sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy tells the transportation 
commissioners that St. John Is the first 
and tlie natural winter port of Can- 
ada. The commissioners, there is 
ample reason to believe, agree with 
him. The shortest and easiest route 
to St. John for western freight is 
therefore the logical route. It Is not 
'sectionalism' that argues for such a 
road, but the sound principles of en- 
gineering." 

All of which goes to show that, solid 
and united as the Liberals of the 
Maritime Provinces proved themselves 
t<> he nl the last general elections, they 
are not prepared to allow their leaders 
to ignore them when a question arises 
involving their interests. Their loy- 
alty to party does not outrank their 
loyalty to their provinces, the good of 
which they hold paramount to all 
other considerations, and in this they 
show a commendable spirit of patriot- 
ism. How different has been the 
conduct of the Liberals of British Col- 
umbia and the "solid seven" who rep- 
resent them at Ottawa. Their slavish, 
acquiescence to party dictation In this 
same matter of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific marks them as Insensible to their 
country's Interests as the "beasts that 
perish." Had they asserted them- 
selves when the bill was before par- 
liament and insisted upon provision 
being made for the beginning of con- 
struction on tills coast simultaneously

CANADIAN CANALS. 

The American monthly Review of Re- 
views for this month has an article by 
M. M. Wilner on Canada's canal sys- 
tem, containing much appreciative com- 
ment upon the various artificial links In 
our lake and river navigation, by which 
Mt is possible for a vessel drawing not 
more than 14 feet' of water to steam 
from any ocean port in tlie world direct 
to Duluth or Chicago. To utiiizo the 
2.3S4 miles of this remarknble water 
route, which was a factor in Canada's 
development from the very outset, it has 
been necessary to build 73Vi miles of 
Vanal. It has -cost the country nearly 
$90,000,000 for construction and $20,- 
000,000 more for inaintenai.ee. The dif- 
ference in level between Lake Superior 
and tide-water is 002 feet, which is over- 
come by -IS locks, having a total lift of 
C51 feet. In early days practically the 
whole of the interna! trade of Canada, 
consisting largely of furs and merchan- 
dise in connection with the fur trade, 
was carried over this route in lake boats 
am! canoes. As trade increased and cou- 
'ditious became more modern canals be- 
came necessary. The total revenue de- 
rived from them sinco 18(57 has been 
over $13,500,000] With tlie great exten- 
sion of our railway system, however, 
the annual receipts have been reduced 
materially. The revenue was as high as 
$510,750 in 1874, but in 1903 was only 
.$230,2.13. The canals, though a very 
useful auxiliary in the work of transpor- 
tation, are relatively not so important as 
formerly. Through the building of the 
Trent system, which is the latest feature 
of Canadian enterprise in this respect, 
there will be a saving of about 300 miles 
as compared with the rov.te by way of 
Luke Erie and the AVellaud canal, and 
it becomes a strong rival to the Krie 
canal. The Peterborough lock, for which 
it is famous, is tlie only oue of 
the kind on tlie continent and 
tlie largest in tlie world. The 
writer to whom we have referred says 
that taken as a whole the Canadian 
canals represent a very creditable degree 
of enterprise. "As commercial competi- 
tors with other trade routes, they claim 
their share of commerce, and they must 
always have a healthful, regulating ef- 
fect on freight rates," is his conclusion. 
Xhey transport about one-thin! more 
through freight each season to Montreal 
than is carried from Buffalo to New- 
York by tlie present Erie canal. "But," 
it is added, "while the expectation of 
visionary people have not been, and 
probably never will lie, realized, the 
Canadian canals amply repay tlie cost of 
building anil maintaining them."

They Want Water. — From Dawson 
exchanges to hand by the steamer Prin- 
cess May, which arrived from Skagway 
yesterday morning, it is learned that in 
view of the great shortage of water this 
summer, it is the contention of many 
Klondike mineowners that unless the 
Dominion government devises some 
means of providing water on the creeks, 
the output of the district In future years 
will be crippled. The reason for the 
shortage of water on the creeks, as given 
by Dawsonites, is that last winter there 
was a very light snowfall on the Yukon, 
and the great heat prevailing recently 
lias melted all the snow in the hills, anil 
the water has rushed away all at one- 
time. 



, The Sockeye Pack.— The eockeye 
pack on the Eraser river lip to .Saturday 
night hist is estimated at 350,000 cases, 
which is just about half the pack for 
which preparations were made, dinners 
have not the slightest doubt that the 
full peck will he put up before August 
25. At the present rate of canning, 
about 50,000 cases per day are being 
put up on the river. The pack of sock- 
eyes for the Mainland canneries of Brit- 
ish Columbia stands at the present time 
as follows: Praser river. 350,000 cases; 
Skeena river, 1(10,000 cases; Rivers In- 
let, 80,000 cases; Namu, 0,000: Kims- 
qmt, 9.000; Smith's Inlet, 8,000; Alert 
Bay, 8,000; Naas harbor, -100. Total, 
505,000 cases. 



Increases Capita!. — The capital of the 
Britannia Copper Syndicate was in- 
creased from $025,000 to $937,500 at an 
extraordinary general meeting of the 
syndicate just held at Vancouver. The 
attendance Mas not large, the vote being 
principally by proxies representative of 
the interests of Mr. Geo. II. Robinson, 
managing director, ami Mr. Henry 
Stern of New York, both of whom are 
large holders of stock in the syndicate. 
It was decided that 1 ,000 additional or- 
dinary shares of a par value of $312.50 
each should be issued. These shares 
will rank in every respect with the or- 
dinary shares heretofore issued by the 
syndicate when and as soon as the 
shares of the older issue have been sub- 
divided into shares of $312.50 each. 

A Presentation. — At Vancouver on the 
Empress of Japan Mr. Hadeu Bales, 
late electrician, was entertained at din- 
ner in the engineers' mess by some of 
his late shipmates. Mr. Hales, after 1-1 
years' continuous service i-,n the Em- 
press of Japan, is leaving the sea for 
the more settled life of the shore. Mr. 
Auld, the chief, made the presentation of 
a gold chain and pendant as a token of 
esteem from the engineers to their friend 
of so many voyages. In an interesting 
speech he spoke of the- good services and 
talents of. his late electrician, and after 
so many years of close association lie 
regretted that a point had been reached 
when their roads in life were no longer 
liie same. He expressed the heartiest 
good wishes from himself and all the 
engineers for Mr. Bales' success in the 
new world lie was embarking into. 



Onion Bust. — In a communication to 
the press, J. It. Anderf- hi, deputy min- 
ister of agriculture, says: "During my 
decent visit to Nanaimo I came across 
a quantity of onion rust (peronosporn 
schleldeninna), This disease attacks the 
leaves and very soon destroys all the 
plants in a bed! As soon as the slight- 
est sign of attack shows, tlie plants 
should be sprayed repeatedly witli cop- 
per fungicides -such as bordeaux mix- 
ture. This may save the crop, but un- 
less taken early and persisted in, the 
chances are against success. Above all, 
certain .precautions should not be ne- 
glected such as burning all tops nnd re- 
fuse, and since it is said that the spores 
of some fungus diseases survive for long 
periods in the ground, the best means 
of avoiding future trouble is to aban- 
don old onion land and grow the crop 
only upon fresh soil."

Struggle With Octopus. — A few days 
ago Andrew Snnsom, foreman of Tur- 
pel's shipyard, hail an exciting struggle 
with an octopus near Brotchie ledge on 
Friday last. He was salmon trolling 
in a small boat, when his line became 
ntangled in the arms of a huge devil

from tip to tip.

Converted Into Fertilizer. — Ten thou- 
sand sockeye salmon have been trans- 
ported in scows from the Eraser river 
canneries to the ailery at Ladner for con- 
version into oil and fertilizer. The lish 
were unfit for canning, having com- 
menced to decay as a result of being 
kept at the canneries too long. The loss 
of the lish ;s directly attributable to the 
fact that the canneries have been un- 
able for over a week to pack .all the lish 
which they have received. All the big 
plants on the river have been glutted 
with fish, and the Chinese and other 
cannery hands have been worked from 
dawn till dark, but notwithstanding fish 
have spoiled in thousands. 



. Gold Excitement. — A gentleman who 
has just, returned from Kamloops says 
there is considerable excitement there 
over the recent fined of gold in Seymour 
Arm district. Donald C. Simpson came 
in from a three months' prospecting trip 
recently, He was early on the ground 
and had an opportunity of locating on 
the new strike there, but did not do so, 
the distance from transportation facili- 
ties being too great to render the find of 
immediate value. The vein is a wonder- 
ful ono. It has been traced by outerop- 
pings for at least three miles, running 
in a straight line ami parallel to a dyke 
of limestone.

The president stated that the ore sup- 
ply prospects exceed so much what was 
expected that designs are now under way 
to Immediately enlarge the Crofton smelt- 
er to 1,000 tor.s per day, and rcverbatory 
furnaces and Edwards roasters would be 
added to the plant.

"With thin end in view a party of 
Gr?at Northern officials is traveling 
leisurely over the whole system, in- 
cluding British Columbia branches, 
collecting information and data for ad- 
vertising matter, for the company's 
own publications, .and for contribution 
to several large Eastern newspaper 
syndicates. 

The party consists of K. C. Stone, 
general passenger agent; J. P. Morrow, 
general advertising agent; J. W. 
Searls, western industrial agent; E. R. 
SJieppard and P. Sheppard, official pho- 
tographers; S. Glen Andrews of the 
Chicago Record-Herald and Mrs. And- 
rews and iheir son. 

To it reporter of the Daily News Mr. 
Morrow said: "We are traveling over 
the whole line, collecting fresh material 
for our advertising pamphlets. We 
want definite information about the 
resources and attractions of this coun- 
try, to convey it to our public in the 
East. 

"Yes, the company has land grants 
in British Columbia. It has none at 
all along the main line.

Best Crops Arc Seen in Rich and 
Beautiful Oknnngan Valley. 

■ After nearly six weeks of ideal wen- 
Mier, bright sunshine, a few refreshing 
showers, anil a few days flint might be 
designated us "blooinin' 'of," wo find 
ourselves in the middle of a harvest pro- 
nounced by ninny of the old-timers as 
possibly the best, ever seen In the rich 



-and beautiful Okanagan valley, says the 
Armstrong Advertiser. 
, Let the tourist drive in whichever 
direction he may, and in every case he 
will find himself surrounded by immense 
fields of hay, oats and wheat, the saving 
of which is engaging the whole atten- 
tion of the farmers at present. 

From the first peep o' day until dark- 
ness calls a halt, the sound of the mower 
mid binder is all that is to he heard, and 
another week of this propitious weather 
will ensure the crop of 1005. 

Saturday last the first threshing was 
done, taking place on liie farm o£ Mr. 
Burrell, two miles west of town, and 
this week some of the largest crops of 
the district are being threshed, notably 
those of Mr. P B, Young, anil Mr. Don- 
ald Graham. 

The electrical storms of. Saturday and 
Sunday evenings proved to be but 
electrical in their nature, apart from 
giving a few anxious hours to those 
having their wheat in shock', occasioned 
no harm. 

As yet iio estimate has been given of 
the quantity of grain in this particular 
district, but judging from the increased 
acreage anil exceptionally good quality 
of the grain, the yield will not only ex- 
ceed that of all former years, but. will 
be among the best, found in the Do- 
minion. 

It is to be regretted that the railway 
construction in other parts of the prov- 
ince has in a measure made it difficult 
lor Hie farmer lo obtain the necessary 
help, and longer hours and more strenu- 
ous work on tiie pari of himself lias 
been the result. 

Perhaps one of the most pleasing 
features of this harvest is the increased 
interest taken in the saving of the same. 
Nor is this interest confined to the 
farmer himself, which of course is ex- 
pOCted, lull every citizen of our town 

seems to be imbued with die desire' of 



.doing what may he in. his power to help 
forward the work. Every evening a 
•wagons-loud. of. young fellows from town 
may bo seen driving out to some of tho 
farms, there to spend three or four hours 
at shocking up the gram reaped during 
the long day; whilst in the end, because 
of liberal refreshments, etc., the cost to 
the fanner amounts to the same as hired 
help would'. He, however, appreciates 
the proffered' services, nnd besides tho 
open-air concert at the close of the per- 
formance affords n little diversion to the 
monotonous work of the harvest. Ho, 
K>f course, wakes up in the morning to 
find the majority of the shocks built on a 
par with tiie vocal talent of the perform- 
ers of the -night before, for are not type- 
siingers nnd bank clerks ns a rule ama- 
teurs both as harvesters and stars of the 
■stage, certainly of the latter; yet tho 
work on the former— if no wind storm 
happens to- crop up—will answer all 
practical purposes', and some farmers 
along the route home, if entertaining 
any doubt: ns to their safety from rav- 
ages by "John Hrown" will have the 
same dispelled by being assured that the 
body of that gentleman "lies niould'ring 
in the tomb" after being good and well 
banged on ti sour apple tree, nnd in this 
frying season known as "fly time" it is 
encouraging to know there nre at least 
some people who "havn't a fly about 
tttiem."' From a knightly standpoint of 
view it is also pleasing to be assured 
fhere are some who, even after a three 
hours punishment in a harvest field, 
would go avrny back and "lay down and 
die for Annie Laurie," although some 
are mean enough to insinuate they are 
half dead to begin with. 

Taken all in all, everything about the 
'harvest is assuring, and it is earnestly 
to he hoped nothing at this stage may j 
happen to disappoint present expecta- 
tions, and that "Harvest Home" may' 
prove one of great wealth to the muni 
cJp'ality.
